Re-issue Applications 

1 . The original patent, or an affidavit or declaration as to loss or inaccessibility of the original 
patent, must be received before this reissue application can be allowed. See 37 CFR 1.178.

Oath/Declaration

A claim is broader in scope than the original claims if it contains within its scope any conceivable 
product or process which would have infringed the original patent. A claim is broadened if it is 
broader in any one respect even though it may be narrower in other respects.

Response to applicant's arguments: 



a) Applicant argues that "Clearly paragraph 8 includes errors corrected "up to the time of filing 
the oath or declaration" and that the statement "all errors being corrected in the reissue 
application up to the time of the filing of the oath or declaration arose without any deceptive 
intention on the part of the applicant" (in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .175 (a)(2)) is not necessary 
because the MPEP at 1414 heading III indicates the language "may" be included in the oath or 
declaration. 

(Response) The Examiner acknowledges Applicant's language in paragraph 8 and the 
explanation in the amendment filed 3/14/2002 at pages 3-4. However, at least claim 40 was 
amended and a new oath or declaration is required. 

b) Applicant argues that "...requiring the exact language of Rule 175" elevates form over 
substance " on page 5 (second paragraph) of the amendment. 

(Response) The Examiner acknowledges Applicant's arguments. However, at least claim 
40 was amended and a new oath or declaration is required.
